DR. GROWE WAS IN VAULT 


Bartzen Appointee Admits Handling 
Papers, but Denies He Made 
Any Alterations. 


MERIT BOARD INQUIRY STARTS TODAY 


Details of charges of attempted trregular- 
ities in connection with the civil service ex- 
amination for county hospital internes held 
last April were made public yesterday by 
President Ballard Dunn of the county civil 
service commission. 

It is charged by the markers of the papers, 
Dr. Charles J. Rowan, Dr. E. R Hayhurst, 
and Dr. O. B. Funkhauser, that one evening 
while they were out at cinner the marks of 
a number of the contestants were changed. 

They further told Mr. Dunn that they found 
Dr. Thomas 8. Crowe, the county physician 
named by President Bartzen, in the room 
adjoining the vaults in which thetally sheets 
of grades had been left. 

Dr. Crowe admitted yesterday that he was 
in the room on the evenirg in question, and 
also in the vault. He added that he had the 
papers of the internes in his hands, but he 
denied with much emphasis that he changed 
any marks. 


Crowe Tells of Handling Papers. 

“I was there to get the papers in another 
examination for assistant nurses at Oak For- 
est. I think, for the markers, said Dr. 
Crowe. President Dunn was out of town 
and 1 was doing this for him. The papers 
for the nurses happened to be mixed un with 
those for the internes and I took them out of 
the vault and laid them onthe table. I sepa- 


rated the nurses’ papers from those of the 


internes and returned the latter to the vault.’’ 

The investigation of the changes in the 
markings, about which there does not seem 
to be any question, is scheduled to begin this 
morning. 

Dr. William L. Noble, Dr. Alexander Hugh 
Ferguson, and Dr. Charles P. Caldwell are 
the investigators. The last named took the 
place of Dr. Charles L. Mix, who was orig- 
inally appointed. He is away on his vaca- 
tion and may not return forsome time. The 
investigating committee is expected to sum- 
mon the markers, as well as any other wit- 
nesses who may be suggested. 


Hears Marks Were Boosted. 

“All I know of the charges is this ex- 
plained President Dunn. During the time 
the markers were at work—they had nearly 
finished their task, I think—they came to 
me and said some of their markings had 
been changed. I asked them how they knew 
and they said they had compared the marks 
on the sheet with personal memoranda they 
had kept and that some of the markings had 
been boosted. I asked them how it happened. 

“They replied that they went out to sup- 
per and left their markings in the vault. 
They added that they met Dr. Crowe on the 
way out and when they returned they saw 
him in the vault, or coming out of the vault, 
I don't remember which. 

“They also noticed a large blot on the 
sheet of markings. This is in green ink. They 
said the blot was not on the paper when they 
left it before supper, and in addition none 
of them had used green ink. 


Had Key to Office; Returns ft. 

I told Dr. Crowe about it the next morn- 
tng, after I had looked up the names of some 
of the candidates whose marks, it was al- 
leged, had been changed. Dr. Crowe went 
to the markers and wanted to know why 


they were intimating that he changed the 
percentages. He said he pointed out to them 

that No. 5 as a Rush Medical college man, 

and he would have no incentive in changing 
hig test standing.” 


“Did Dr. Crowe have access to the key 
which would show the identity of the con- 


testants for the place? was asked, 


“Tam sure he saw it and equally certain 


he did not have a copy of it,“ replied Mr. 
Dunn. 


“I conferred with him about the ex- 
amination, because he is county physician.” 
Did Dr. Crowe have a key to your or- 


ce? | 


He did at that time, but has since re- 
turned it.“ 
| Mr. Dunn added: When the markers made 
their-accusations I told them I would not 
accept the Sheets, even if they certified to 
them. I insisted that they rewrite their 
gracings on a new sheet with a numbering 
stamp, which they did. 

„So the gradings now are as gssigned to 
each contestant by the markers.“ 

Asked if he would show some of the al- 
leged changes, President Dunn produced a 
sheet showing every change which had been 
made—-probably forty or more.

He said that there were certain changes 
which the markers were absolutely positive 
they bad not made, and the following are 
given as samples:

STORM WRECKS 
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SHIVER IN JULY 
AS 57 IS REACHED 


Within Twenty Days of the| 


102 Heat Record Cold Wave 
Strikes the City. 


BOATS. 


On the heels of the windstorm that blew 
ships about in the lake like Chips came a cool 
wave last night that registered within 2 
degrees of freezing. The temperature 
dropped to 57 at 1 o'clock this morning, a far 
cry from the Fourth of July, when the tem- 
perature registered 102 and ten persons died 
from heat. 

With a sixty mile wind came intermittent 
rainfalls. From Joliet came a dispatch an- 
‘nouncing snowfall. Many persons in Chi- 
cago thought it snowed here. The weather 
bureau explained this as an optical illusion, 
due to the light shining through big drops 
of rain as they were whirled through space. 


Boats Tossed by Storm. 

Big and little craft battled against terrific 
seas and shipping was made hazardous. 
Several yachts were caught in the stopm, 
and despite efforts to make port were tossed 
about on the lake for hours. Passgngers 
on lake steamers had extremely rough 
voyages. A launch containing fifteen men is 
believed to have stranded near Saginaw. 
Mich. 

Four thirty foot yachts were being driven 
out into the lake when the Jackson park 
lifesaving crew rescued them, towing the 
boats to shore with their powerfcl motor 
boat. The yachts rescued were the Edith, 
Rebel II, The Bandit, and the Renegade. 

Nine Chicagoans were passengers on the 
cruiser Norman II., which made Muskegon, 
Mich., late yesterday after a terrific battle 
against heavy seas, Time and again they 
escaped drowning. The Chicagoans aboard 
were: W. A. Pushee, his wife, and two chil- 
dren, Miss Lenore Lowney, Miss Nellie Mc- 
Creary, Robert McCreary, L. E. Moulds, and 
N. Simmons. 

The launch that is reported to have been 
stranded was occupied by State Salt Inspec- 
tor John Baird and a party of fourteen Sagi- 
naw business men. 


Sloop Dlinois Wrecked. 

The sloop Illinois, one of the contestants in 
the Mackinec race, was found wrecked on 
Beaver isiand. Nothing had been heard of 
it since Sunday morning and members of the 
Chicago Yacht club feared for the safety 
of the crew. Roy Barcal, skipper and owner 
of the sloop, and five men with him were re- 
ported safe last night. They had had a 
thrilling experience. Those on the sloop be- 
sides Mr. Barcal were A. A. Bennett, L. 
Chandler, J. Hodgkinson, J. Handiey, and 
R. B. Benedict. 

At Holland, Mich., the steamer Holland of 
the Graham and Morton line was four hours 
late. In addition to the danger to shipping 
and the blowing down of telegraph wires, 
the storm did great damage to fruit and or- 
chards tn the shore fruit belt. 

Trisunp readers telephoned during the 
day that they had seen flocks of ducks south- 
bound, and argued this as a harbinger of 
coming cold weather. It also was said that 
the crickets were chirping energetically in 
the parks, an old time forerunner of frost.

FIRE IN A KANSAS ASYLUM; 
FEAR HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE.

The fire is still burning and apparently 1s 
beyond control: Close to 1,000 children are 
confined in the institution. 

Reports say the two main bulldings are al- 
ready burned to the ground. Both were 
filled with feeble minded children and at- 
tendants. 

The inetitution is two miles outside the 
city limits and telephone communication was 
destroyed. 


BOY LEAPS FROM ELEVATOR; 


FALLS TO DEATH IN SHAFT. 


Joseph Remes Misses Jump from Car 


to Bank Building Floor ana Is 
Killed, 


James Remes, 6440 Aberdeen street. an 
office boy, attempted to leave a moving 
elevator in the First National Bank build- 
ing yesterday afternoon, lost his balance, 
and fell backward into the shaft, falling 
from the fourth floor. He died a few mo- 
ments after the fall. 

The elevator was in charge of Herman 
Meyer. It had just started up from the 
fourth floor, when the boy, who was about 
14 years of age, forced his way through the 
crowd of people in the elevator, threw open 
the doors, and jumped toward the fourth 
floor landing. 

As he jumped his head struck the signal 
light at the top of the door. This threw 
him backwards into the shaft. As he fell 
he cried out. Mother.“ 

The boy’s ery and the accident so unnerved 
Meyer, according to the story he told the 
police, that the elevator ascended five floors 
before he could stop the car and reverse its 
journey to the second floor. When the car 
arrived at the second floor Meyer left the 
elevator and ran downstairs to the lobby, 
where he picked up the boy’s body. It was 
lying at the bottom of the shaft. The skull 
was fractured and both arms were broken.

It was the most viotent 
scene in the chamber for nearly twenty 
years. 

Great Britain's prime minister, Herbert 
H. Asquith, was insulted, vilified, and ex- 
ecrated by legislators whose passion had led 
them back to the primeval. ‘ Traitor,” 
Redmond. Patrick Ford, and Ameri- 
can dollars were among the epithets that 
greeted him. 

The greatest outcry was aroused when As- 
quith announced that unless the lords would 
submit and restore the veto bill to its original 
form the government would be forced to ask 
the king to use his prerogative and create 500 
Liberal peers to enable the passage of the 
bill through the second chamber. 


Cry, “Who Killed the King?” 
Once when alluding to the death of King 
Edward, Asquith was interrupted by cries 
of “ Who killed the king?” and Keep the 
king out of it.” At every interruption the 


| members of the ministry retorted with ecoun- 


ter cries and with Virulence equal to that 
of the opposition. 

Nothing approaching the scene hasn arkead 
seesions of parliament since the days when 
Mr. Gladstone's bill for home rule in Ire 
land reached the committee stage, when 
partisan feeling ran 80 high that members 
came to blows on the floor of the house. 

For forty-five minutes the dignified pre- 
mier of the British empire attempted to make 
a statement of prime importance to the gov- 
ernment and the nation, but was refused a 
hearing by the concerted hostility of the men 
who have opposed him politically for months. 


Forced to Adjourn Hearing. 

Mr. Asquith appeared in the house to state 
the attitude of the government on the lords’ 
amendments to the veto bill. When he arose 
to apeak he was met with a torrent of scorn 
and insult. 

For the first time in its history the speaker 
was compelled to invoke the rule which em- 
powers him, “in case of grave disorder.“ 
to declare the sitting adjourned on h.s own 
responsibility. 

Again and again the prime minister tried 

to speak but his voice was drowned. He 
spoke a few broken sentences, 4 word or 
two of which could be heard. Finally his 
mouth hardened and he glared at his tor- 
mentors—an impressive figure, with straight 
cut features flushed with anger. 
Me closed his manuscript and cried: “Iam 
not going to degrade myself. T shall simply 
state the conclusion at which the goverme 
ment has arrived.” 

Having announced the government's inte- 
tions—although they were not heard—the pree 
mier sank back into his seat. 


Balfour Regrets Scene. 

A J. Balfour, leader of the opposition, & 
reply to the speech the premier was unable 
to make. received a quiet hearing. He was 
apologetic, saying: 

1 frankly regret that I was unable te 
hear the prime minister.“ 

He then went on to denounce the polloy 
of the government. 

Mr. Balfour reminded the house that the 
parliamentary bill had not been rejected by 
the house of lords 

“The prime minister seems assured that 
the constitution provides for the creation 
of peers as the ordinary machinery for deal- 
ing with a deadlock between the two houses,” 
he continued. “I admit that revolutions 
may be necessary, but the prime minister 
is destroying the prerogative of the crown 
and the independence of the house of lords 
at one stroke—not to avert war or to carry 
measures which the masses of the people 
are pascionately desirous of. but for one 
object only, to prevent the people of this 
country from expressing any new verdict 


on a question which they had twice before 


expressed in their verdict on home rule. With 
a light heart the prime minister puts the 
crown under compulsion, on an excuse 80 con- 
temptible that it would not justify the crea- 
tion of a single peer 

Sir Edward Grey, the foreign secretary, 
usually the mildest member of the cabinet. 
followed with a ringing expression of the 
majority's loyalty to the premier. 


Speech Planned by Asquith. 
Mr. Asquith tonight issued to the news- 
papers a summary of the speech he was 
prevented from delivering. In the speech he 
contended that the principle of the machin- 


ery of the bill had been before the people 


at two elections. By no form of referendum 
devisable could the opinion of the electorate 
have been more carefully ascertained. 
The government had accepted the impor- 
tant amendments in the house of commons: 
the purpose of the lords’ amendment was to 
get the machinery aside. The government 
had proposed specifically to describe what 
were finance bills; the lords proposed to 
create @ committee, which the premier de- 
ecribed as a junta, to determine what were 


finance bills and what were matters of great 


gravity—whatever that might 
There was not 4 great. 
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last seventy years which could not plausibly 
have been thrown out by such a junta. 

“These amendments,’ Mr. Asquith de- 
clared, “taken as a whole, amount to re- 
jection of our bills.” 

After quoting constitutional writers and 
the history of the passage of the reform bill 
by William IV., he gave his promise to create 
enough peers to insure the passage of the 
present bill. 


Young Extremists Raise Row. 

It was the younger members of the “ last 
ditch’ Unicnist faction who carried on the 
tumult. The majority of their colleagues re- 
gret it. They fear that it will complicate 
the situation by increasing the determina- 
tion of their opponents and alienating the 
sympathies of the country. |

Lord Lansdowne has sent a circular to all 
the Unionist peers, asking whether they 
are pr red to support him. One hundred 
and nine have already replied in the affirma- 
tive. 

Probably a week will elapse before the veto 
bill is brought up again in the house of com- 
mons. Mr. Asquith, tn the meantime, will 
negotiate with the Unionist leaders for guar- 
antees thet the lords will accept the bill. 
Unless he obtains them the bill may not be 
sent back to the house of lords until the last 
resort, the creation of peers) has been in- 
voked to insure its acceptance.

LONDON, July 2, 8 a. m.—The comment 
ef the metropolitan press on the scenes in 
parliament yesterday are about what might 
have been expected under all the circum- 
stances. 

Some of the more reputable of the Unionist 
papers condemn the action of the members of 
the opposition in the gravest terms and say 
the whole thing should be regarded with 
shame and regret. Others deplore the mei- 
Gent in general terms, but all unite in ex- 
tenuating the matter more or less and placing 
the blame primarily on the government for 
what they term an outrage on the parlla- 
mentary system of government.

RAIL RATES WEST 
CUT BY U. S BOARD 
Commission Gives a 


Affecting Freight Charges 
to Pacific Coast. 


HELPS CHICAGO SHIPPERS 


Reduces Tariffs to Intermediate 
Points; Checks Diserimina- 
tion Against Cities. 


Washington, D. C., July 24— Decisions of 
tar reaching importance were announced 
late today by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. They affect directly all freight 
rates between the Atlantic ocean and the 
Pacific coast. Particularly, they affect the 
rates in the territory lying between Denver 
and Pacific coast points. : 

The rates to this inter-mountain territory 
heretofore have been made without any 
definite relation to the water competitive 
rates to the Pacific coast, the exten: of ile 


the carriers. 

By the opinions handed down today the 
commission has attempted to arrive at a 
definite relation of the rates to the non- 
competitive points as compared with those 
to the coast, and has laid down the extent to 
which the rates to interior points may exceed 
the coast rates. 

In all the cases decided the carriers are 
given until Oct. 15 to file tariffs with the com- 
mission, constructed in accordance wth the 
views set forth in the opinions. 


Lower Rates Is Net Result. 

The net result of the decisions will be to 
give lower rates on all west bound transcon- 
tinental traffic to cities in the interrocky 
mountain territory. 

To all intents and purposes the back-hatl 
rates from Pacific coast terminals to cities 
in the Rocky mountuin territory are wiped 
out and the service rendered by the carriers 
will be paid by shippers substantially on a 
strict interpretation of the long-and-short- 
baul provision of the existing law. 

The commission holds in the so-called 
Reno cage that traffic originating at Chigago 
and in Chicago territory, moving under 
commodity rates may have a rate 7 per cent 
higher to intermediate points than that im- 
posed on freight originating in Chicago and 
Chicago territory destined to the Pacific 
coast terminals. 

From Buffalo-Pittsburg territory the rates 
may rise above those demanded from the 
same points to Pacific coast terminals to the 
extent of 15 per cent, while from New York 
and trunk line territory the rates charged 
shall not exceed 23 per cent over Pacific 
coast terminal rates. 


Rules on Long-and-Short-Haul. 
These are the first decisions announred by 
the commission in which a definite principle 
in respect of the long-and-short-haul provis- 
ion is laid down. While the opinions fully 
recognize the influence of water competi- 
tion, to a marked extent they draw a line 


The effect of the decisions will be to notify 
the carriers that they will be allowed to meet 
water competition to a reasonable extent, 
but that the location of markets hereafter 
will be left more to the play of commie: cial 
causes than to the will of the trattic mana- 
gers of railways. 

The cases involved are those of the city 
of Spokane against the Northern Pacific rail- 
way company, known popularly as the Spo- 


Salt Lake City, against the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fs railway company, and others;

Slayer Is Arraigned, 


Six members of Maurice Enright’s crew of 
labor sluggers, who rode about Chicago in 
the famous “ white pirate’’ car, spreading 
terror among union workingmen, will be 
placed on trial today on charges of attempted 
murder of Morgan H. Bell. 

The six men are: Peter Gentleman, brother 
of William Gentleman, who was killed by 
Enright; Joseph Kane, associate business 
agent of local 520 of the steamfitters, with 
Enright; Edward Storgaard, William O' Con- 
nor, alias “ Red Connors, Arthur O'Connor. 
and Walter Stevens. 

Assistant State's Attorney Robert B. Crowe 
will prosecute these cases, which are on the 
calendar in Judge Marcus Kavanagh's court. 
It is the intention of the state to push the 
trials as rapidly as possible in grder to have 
them out of the way when Enright is placed 
on trial for the murder of Vincent Altman. 
Enright’s case will probably be set for Mon- 
day. 

Robber Gang’s Auto Identified. 

The automobile used by highwaymen the 
night they held up Reber's saloon at 6400 
State street was identified during the day as 
one stolen from Dr. W. T. Gilman, 2300 In- 
diana avenue, The machine was taken from 
a garage at Twenty-third street and Cottage 
Grove avenue. 

The police arrested fifteen suspects in the 
Reber holdup during the day, but none could 
be identified by Mrs. Reber as members of 
the robber gang. Howeven they were not 
released. 

Thomas Bennett and John O'Malley were 
released at night after efforts to have them 
identified had failed. 

The case against the Maxwell gang, 
charged with having held up Evanston au- 
tomobilists, is on call in Judge George Ker- 
sten's court. The men--Max Silverson, Wil- 
liam Silverson, George Maxwell, Frank Max- 
well, Jack Doris, and Albert Moyer—are said 
to have represented themselves as consta- 
bles to automobilists whom they stopped 
for alleged speeding. The victims were per- 
suaded to pay amounts of money on threats 
of being arrested. 


Three Building Strikes Halted. 

Building trades strikes were adjusted on 
three jobs yesterday by the Joint Arbitra- 
tiom association, enabling 300 workmen to 
return to work this morning. The adjust- 
ments comprised the high schoo! building at 
Harvey, III., an eighteen flat bunlding at 
Twelfth place and St. Louis avenue, and a 
six flat building at 1217 East Fifty-third 
street. The strikes were called against the 
plumbers’ steamfitters by trades in syimpathy 
with the international steamfitters. 

Walter Pindorski, labor slugger and former 
convict, will be arraigned this morning before 
Municipal Judge Blake on a charge of having 
assaulted Mrs. Anna Wenzel, his former wife, 
who has implicated her former husband in 
numerous labor slugging crimes 

Mrs. Wenzel at her residence, 3852 Wright- 
wood avenue, said a man named Lynch had 
often been at her home with the rest of the 
Shuggers who gathered there, but she could 
not remember whether his first name was 
“Bib” or not. She said that she could 
identify him by sight.

Hides Reasons of His Homelessness. 


O'Malley's hints of what had made hima 
broken down man at 28 years of gge only 
partly disclosed his story. 

He said he had been sick for a long time 
He had been living with a sister, a Mrs. 
Beatrice Johnson on North Clark street, 
but he left there several days ago and had 
been wandering around in an effort to take 
care of himself without umposing on 
others. 

He was seen wandering about Evanston 
early in the day. The suburbanites are not 
accustomed to the sight of beggars. Their 
ordinances are strict on the subject, and 
the police are relied upon to keep the un- 
desirables away. 


Still Hungry, Seeks Place to Rest. 

But O'Malley had to have food and he 
asked for it. He had obtained no food and, 
seeing a chance to rest in the green shade 
of the university campus, he made his way 
to the shore. 

Soon Patrolman Jawrence McArdle, 
mounted or a bicycle, approached him. 

„Come on.,“ was the order; you can't 
beg around here. 

O'Malley arose slowly as the policeman 
ordered hin to climb the sandy biuff, then 
suddenly O'Malley turned, ran down the 
bluff and into the water. 

McArdle hustled a small boy to the life 
saving station, a hundred yards away. A 
member of the crew dragged O'Malley out 
and he was led to the station. 

In the Municipal court at Hyde Park Judge 
Fry encountered a similar case when Edward 
Kemp, 20 years old, was arraigned for re- 
fusing to pay for a meal he had ordered. 
The judge sent his bailiff to place; the 
prisoner on a train for Toronto, Can., ere 
his father lives.

Quarters Selected in Cashier’s Of- 
fice at Federal Building. 


STARTS BUSINESS ON AUG. 1. 


Postmaster An nounces Regulations Sur- 
rounding Prospective Deposits. 


Preparations for the opening of the posta! 
bank in Chicago next Tuesday were com- 
pleted in Washington yesterday by Post- 
master D. A. Campbell. 

The quarters of the postal savings insti- 
tution will be In the cashier’s office on the 
main floor, near the Dearborn street entrance 
of the federal building. There will be one 
receiving teller and one paying teller. At 
present no further employés will be pro- 
vided. : 


Located on First Floor. 

In other postoffices the bank has been 
opened in the money order division. But in 
Chicago the money order office is on the 
fourth floor, this location being occasioned 
dy the fact that 95 per cent of the money 
order business in Chicago originates out of 
town and passes through the banking clear- 
ing house first. Postmaster Campbell there- 
fore obtained permission to locate the bank 
more conveniently to the public. 

Depositors will receive certificates in de 
nominations of $1, $2, $5, $10, and $20, and 
cards and stamps for amounts less than §1. 
The interest paid on deposits is 2 per cent, 
while the banks in which the funds are de- 
posited pay the government 2% per cent. 


Limit to $100 a Month. 

The limit on deposits is $100 in any one 
month and 3500 in all, but the deposit may 
be exchanged for government bonds in de- 
nominations of $10, §20, $40, and §50, bear- 
ing 2% per cent interest. 

All of the certificates and other records 
necessary for the bank were sent to Chicago 
last Saturday. Necessary explanation for 
the operation of the institution has been pro- 
vided in nine foreign languages for distribu- 
tion in Chicago, It is expected that on ac- 
count of the large foreign born population in 
this city the postal bank will do a tremendous 
business in deposts that otherwise would be 
sent abroad. 


ORDERS SHIFT OF POLICEMEN. 


Chief McWeeny Will Issue Big Gen- 
eral Order Today—Forty Officers 
to Be Transferred. 

Chief McWeeny will issue a general order 
today in which forty policemen will be trans- 
ferred. No inspectors or captains will be 
shifted, according to the chief, but he refused 
to say whether or not any lieutenants will 
be included in the order. which involves 
mostly sergeants, patrolmen, drivers and 
eperators.

SUICIDE ENDS DIVORCE SUIT 


Wife May Have Heard Shot That 
Killed W. D. Hechler. 


CALLED HER ON PHONE. 


Tool Salesman Dies at Majestic Hotel 
Following Court Action. 


The divorce sult filed last Thursday against 
William D. Hechler, sales agent for the Ve- 
rona Tool company, will not be tried in a 
court of law. Hechler's body was found in 
the Majestic hotel yesterday. There was a 
bullet wound in his temple. Apparently he 
was a suicide. 

It is possible that tn her home at 1814 East 
Sixty-second street—eight miles away—Mrs. 
Hechler heard over a telephone wire the 
echoes of the shot that ended her estranged 
but band's life. 

Just about the time the shot must have 
been fired, according to physicians, Hechle: 
put in a call for Hyde Park 4856, and held a 
jong conversation with a woman at the other 
end. That is Mrs. Hechler’s telephone. 


Addresses Note Dear Wife.“ 

Hechler left a note which ran: 

„ Dear Wife—Anything due me from the 
ranch will be handed you by our dear friend 
Metcalf. Also will aid you in guiding W. 
. ae.” 

The hotel telephone operator below heard 
a woman’s voice answer from the other end 
of the line when Hechler phoned Then she 
dropped the cam.“ The call seemed to be 
unusually long and the gir) at the hotel 
switchboard at length noticed ft. 


Phone Signal Remains Lighted. 
Minute after minute she wadted for the 


electric signal that both the receivers had : 


been hung up and the connection broken: 
It did not come. Finally she sent a bellboy 


to Hechler’s room. The boy knocked several 


times on the door before he got a response. 
A weak voice answered and assured him that 
the receiver would be hung up at once. The 
next instant the signal light below Went 
out and the incident terminated. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon W. A. 
Buckley, a friend of Hechler, called at the 
hotel. He pounded on the door of Hechler’s 
room, but there was no response. He called 
a bellboy. The latter climbed up and peered 
over the transom. He saw the body of Hech 
ler lying across the bed. 


Stood Before a Mirror. 

Dr. C. Pruyn Stringfleid was summoned, 
and the door was broken in. The physician 
exawined the body and said that Hechier 
had been dead for several hours. Blood on 
the floor of the bathroom indicated that he 
had shot himself while standing in front of 
the mirror. The police believe that he was 
dying when he replaced the receiver on its 
hook and it is possible that the note, which 
was written in unsteady characters, also 
might have been composed after Hechler had 
fired the fatal shot. 

Hechler was 82 years oN, and was well 
known among railway supply men. Mrs. 
Hechler filed suit for divorce in the Superior 
court last Thursday, alleging cruelty and 
habitual drunkenness.

DEM AND RIGHT TO SHOUT 


Grocers ails Big Sales in the 
Quiet Distriets; Police Guard 
Against Trouble. 


Pickets for Chicago's thousands of striking 
peddlers will be on duty today at every veg- 
stable and fruit market and icehouse in Chi- 
cago where peddlers purchase their stock. 

This plan was perfected last evening at a 
big strike meeting at Workingman's hall, 
West Twelfth and Waller streets. 

Delegates from the four city peddlers’ as- 
sociations were present and the unanimous 
opinion was to prolong the strike until city 
residents came to the rescue and demanded 
repeal of that part of the anti-noise ordi- 
nance which forbids the crying of the huck- 
sters’ Wares. 

The purpose of picketing is to disuade 
all peddlers from taking out their wagons,” 
B. Lipschitz, chairman of the meeting, said. 
We think that after tomorrow there will be 
no peddlers selling stuff in Chicago. We 
can't sell goods unless we can cry them 
through the alleys.” 


Strike Begins as Agreed. 

The strike began yesterday, as agreed, and 
the districts where peddlers’ shouts usually 
are heard were strangely silent. 

Although the police, fearing scenes of 
disorder, like those of a month ago, when 
a Greek peddler was killed, had hundreds 
of policemen on reserve, there were no dis- 
turbances reported.

It was admitted, however, that business op- 
erations of these companies continued under 
an understanding similar to the agreement. 


Printer Saves Copy from Fire. 

The original agreement provided for the 
formation of the Steel Plate Association of 
the United States, dnd notwithstanding that 
the agreement was burned and only came to 
Mght because a Pennsylvania printer had 
@aved a copy from the flames, the committee 
found corroborative evidence that the Steel 
Plate assocaition did exist after the burning 
telltale documents. 

J. R. Van Ormer of the Lukens Iron and 
Steel company, one of the parties to the 
original pool, testified that all copies of the 
agreement had been burned because it was 
thought the provisions were illegal 

The agreement itself, he testified, never was 
signed by his company and all sent to other 
oompames were returned for destruction. He 
admitted, however, that operation of the
